Deep Creek Railroad. 


The Salt Lake Tribune is urging 
the building of the Deep Creek 
Railroad into Eastern Nevada, and 
on Wednesday had the following 
editorial upon the subject. It 
says: 

“The result of the first load of 
ore from the Gilson mine in Dug- 
way. particulars of which are pub- 
lished elsewhere in this impression, 
is a matter of extreme satisfaction 
to the Tribune, because it, with 
other developments which are go- 
ing on in that and other districts, 
makes the beginning of the vindi- 
cation, which we knew would 
come, of all our statements relative 
to that mineral belt, which extends 
from Stockton to almost the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. 

“For several years we have been 
telling the people of this city, with 
all earnestness and sincerity, that 
in that direction lay ‘the future 
great hope for the city, and for the 
property values of the city. We 
have told them that if the men of 
means here would make a little 
struggle; assess themselves for 
enough to start a road in that re- 
giou; begin the enterprise as they 
would begin any other enterprise 
in which their full enthusiasm was 
enlisted, it would be possible for 
them to build the road without a 
great outlay of money on their 
part; that wen it should be com- 
pleted they would find that the 
money put in it was by. far the 
richest investment they ever made 
in the property itself, and that, be- 
yond that, it would double this 
city’s wealth, importance, inbabi- 
tants and influence. We have said 
that it would set 10,000 hammers to 
ringing in Western Utah and East- 
ern Nevada; that that would mean 
a population of 50,000 people 
to be supplied; that with an in- 
dependent railroad, not under ob- 
ligations or engagements to any of 
the great trunk lines to cripple its 
power, the proceeds of nearly al 
the mines in that region would 
naturally be brought here for re- 
duction; that would make work 
for from 1,500 to 2,000 men, which 
of itself would add to this city

KEYS DISPENSED WITH. 


New Style of Post-Office Boxes with a Sim- 
ple but Safe Combination. 

The combination keyless lock for 
post-office letter boxes is constructed oh 
the simplest plan that has ever been 
devised for a lock. It has no tumblers, 
and therefore no intricate movement 
liable to get out of order. It has two 
dials, and all that is necessary to re- 
member in order to open the lock is two 
letters of the alphabet, so that a child 
eapable of being trusted to go for the 
mail can open the box as readily as a 
grown person. For instance, says the 
Chicago Post, if the combination was 
set on the letters A T, all that is re- 
quired is to turn one of the dials to A 
and the other to T and the box can be 
opened. Over three thousand combina- 
tions are possible, so that every box 
may be set on.a. different combination. 
In case a person should happen to for- 
get the combination, which is not very 
probable since he only has to remember 
two simple letters, the box can be 
opened by the postmaster touching a 
spring on the inside, and as soon as the 
door is opened the renter immediately 
sees the two letters forming his combi- 
nation. Any number of persons that 
may be desired can have access to the

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ARMENIANS IN AMERICA. 


Plans to Found a New Damascus on This 
Side of the Ocean. 

| __ It is estimated that there are now in 

this country about eighteen thousand 

Armenians. They are mostly engaged 

in trade. The headquarters are in New 


. 


“» York City, and a few hundred men con- 


trol the whole under a sort of patri- 
archal system of government which 
they all recognize with that traditional 
respect for authority which is peculiar 
tomen of the East. Some of the lead- 
ers have grown very rich by the impor- 
tation of Eastern goods which are sold 
by their peddlers throughout the coun- 
try.. Others have, with Yankee shrewd- 
ness, got into the manufacture of imita- 
tive Eastern goods which are peddled 
by real Arabs whose personal appear- 
ance serves to give purchasers confi- 
dence in the genuineness of the articles 
sold. There are among the capitalists 
some who bear to their dependents 
about the same relation that the pa- 
drons de to the Italians. The natives 
‘who come here very poor have money 
advaneed to them for passage, and 
when they get here they are supported

Numbers of these Syrians and Arabs 
have settled in New York City in the 
lower wards. They are fruval and in- 
dustricus and Jook forward tobe time 
when.they may.join the.selcet s¢lass of 
leaders who ¢iaploy the others). They 
settle ‘their diificuitics among them- 
selves and are averse to appealing to 
the courts. ‘The decision of their ac-

Recently a project has been started 
among them to found a new Damascus 
here. A synctcate of Armenian cap- 
italists has been formed with a view to 
the purchase of several thousand 
acres of land inssome favorabic-tloeality 
near the coast, where the setticrs may 
find a climate suitable for silk culture, 
fruit growing and farming, and where 
the Syrian emigrants may find con- 
genial occupation. 

The rich Armenians; who _ have 
‘planned this scheme propostto shoply 
all the necessary funds to bring the im- 
migrants here,;4e purehase the land and 
stock it and to found a city. Capital 
will be loaned to the immigrants until 
they are able to start on their Owni ac- 
‘count, and they will be encouraged to 
buy the land as soon as possible. 

The location of the new Damascus 
has not yet been determined. The cap- 
italists who started the scheme, and 
who prefer not_to be known as yet by 
name, have authorized Townsend Seud- 
der, alawyer of New York, to look out 
for the desired tract of land, which will 
probably be in the South or Southwest. 

The Unemployed in Aastralia. 

“The streets of Melbourne and Syd- 
ney,” says a genticman from Australia, 
“swarm with the unemployed. They 
are not vicious or lazy—on the con- 
trary are, many of them, intelligent to 
a degree. It is common to find among 
this army of unemployed graduates 
of English universities—young men of 
culture, whose families stand high in 
social circles at home. These youhg men 
are lured to Australia by the romantic 
charm-that seems to envelop new coun- 
tries at a distance, and they expect to 
secure a competence in a very brief 
time. They go there, live high while 
their money lasts, and only learn their 
mistake when every shilling is gone. 
I could secure thé services of 1,500 in- 
telligent, young, healthy men for 10s. 
a week and board. The ranches are 
glutted with help, and experienced help 
at that.” |
